I have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  .Report  on  the  health  of  Great 
Harwood  for  I960, 

Again  a very  satisfactory  ’-ear  in  the  health  field  is  to  he  reported 
on.  Both  the  Birth  and  Death  rates  are  slightly  above  the  national  average, 
hut  in  neither  case  should  one  pay  much  attention  to  this  since  the  figures 
involved  are  themselves  smaller  and  these  minor  variations  are  not  to  he 
given  too  much  importance,  hut  it  is  gratifying  to  know  that  a low  infant 
mortality  and  a low  still -birth  rate  have  both  occurred.  This  shows  that 
the  very  few  deaths  of  children  under  the  age  of  one  year  are  not,  in  fact, 
due  to  the  mere  book-keeping  transfer  from  one  column  to  another,  but 
represent  a.  very  real  saving  of  infant  life. 

There  was  also  a negligible  instance  of  infectious  diseases.  It  will 
be  noticed  that  although  the  number  of  deaths  from  road  aocidai ts  is  in 
itself  very  small,  it  was  greater  then  the  number  of  deaths  from  tuberculosis 

Looking  back  at  the  report  for  1956,  we  see  that  in  four  years  the 
number  of  inhabited  houses  in  Greet  Harwood  has  risen  from  3,  866  to 
A,  008,  a' rise  of  almost  l$>  in  four  years.  This  is  satisfactory  and  we 
notice  ;also  that  births  exceed  depths  by  32,  Figures  such  as  these, 
together  with  the  figures  as  to  infant  mortality,  complete  absence  of 
mat  emit  o deaths  and  the  low  instance  of  infectious  diseases,  are  all- 
encouraging  and  suggest  that  Great  Harwood  is  prospering  in  the  Health  Field. 

Looking  at  the  report  of  my  colleague,  Mr.  Walmsley,  we  see  that 
milk  and  food  samples  were  satisfactory  and  that  in  I960  a substancial 
number  of  houses  were  improved  by  the  use  of  Standard  Grants.  We  are  still 
struggling  with  an  unfortunate  legacy  of  the  past  in  dealing  with  waste 
water  closets,  but  one  may  ho  :>e  that  at  the  present  rate  of  progress:,  in 
ten  years  these  regrettable  relics  wall  have  been  abolished. 

I thank  you  Mr  Chairman,  and  the  Committee,  for  'your  continued 
kindness  and  interest  throughout  the  "-ear  and  my  colleagues  in  the  service 
of  the  Council  for  their  friendliness  and  help  at  all  tines,

CLEANSING-  SUPERINTEIIDENT 


Mr.  Chairman,  Lady  and  G-entlemen, 


1 have  pleasure  in  presenting  my  12th  Annual  Report  for  the  year  I960, 

Refuse  collection  and  disposal  becomes  increasingly  difficult.  The 
replacement  of  staff  is  becoming  almost  impossible  and  one  must  admit 
that  there  are  more  pleasant  jobs  available  than  collecting  refuse.  The 
job  can  only  be  made  more  attractive  by  the  us  e of  dustless  and  easier 
loading  vehicles  and  full  use  of  mechanical  aids.  During  the  year  two 
men  retired,  four  men  resigned  and  of  the  staff  replacements  quite  a 
number  left  before  completing  two  weeks  work. 

The  excessive  rainfall  and  bad  weather  also  hindered  the  work  of  the 
cleansing  department.  Tipping  became  extremely  difficult  on  soft  and 
boggy  ground  and  the  meagre  supply  of  ashes  obtainable  did  nothing  to 
improve  natters.  Two  tip  fires  and  various  breakdowns  were  also  encountered 
during  the  year.  A minority  of  the  general  public  however  still  expected  a 
a usual  weekly  service  and  evidently  assumed  that  their  dustbin  would  be 
emptied  at  the  usual  time. 

Household  refuse  is  probably  now  twice  at  bulky  as  it  was  10  years 
ago  due  to  the  great  increase  in  pre-packed  articles  and  although  the 
newly  acquired  compression  type  refuse  wagon  helped  to  offset  this 
problem,  no  advantage  was  apparent  in  collecting  refuse  due  to  the 
difficulties  mentioned  above. 

The  mechanical  sweeper  has  been  a great  asset  to  the  department  and 
the  streets  in  general  have  been  kept  tidy.  A considerable  amount  of 
consientious  work  hs-s  been  put  in  by  the  operator  of  the.  machine  as 
the  maintenance  ori  such  a vehicle  is  considerable.  Carpeting  of  sett 
paved  streets  is  urgently  required  to  make  full  use  of  the  sweeper  and 
also  to  reduce  maintenance  costs  of  the  machine  as  setts  play  havoc 
with  the  brushes  and  operating  mechanism. 

Standard,  grant  applications  have  taken  up  considerable  time  and 
as  four  visits  are  required  p‘er  application  a reduction  in  routine 
visits  to  :other  premises  has  unfortunately  been  necessary.  During 
the  year  602  inspections  were  made  regarding  standard  grants  only. 
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Action  under  the  Clean  Air  Act  has  "been  confined  iminly  to  industrial 
premises  and  excellent  co-operation  has  generally  been  good  with 
industrial  fuel  consumers  It  is  to  he  hoped  that  a.  start  can  soon 
he  riade  on  the  domestic  side  and  it  is  pleasing  to  note  that  many 
enlightened  residents  ha.ve  already  been  converted  to  the  use  of 
smokeless  fuels „ 

I wish  to  thank  the  Chairman  and  members  of  the  Health  Committee 
for  their  support  during  the  year,  and  also  to  the  Council  staff  for 
their  help  and  co-operation  willingly  given  at  all  times.
